REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 20 are allowed because the prior art of record does not show or 
suggest a filter construction including a filter element having clamping means which 
press parts of the end regions of filter cloths against the inner face of a slotted wall to 
either side of said slot, the clamping means having means bearing on the inner surface 
of a wall of a tubular member opposite the slot, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. The "clamping means having bearing means" as shown in 
applicant's Figs. 4 and 7-9, has been interpreted as means plus function language 
invoking 35 USC 112, 6th paragraph, and are lacking in the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-7 and 9-19 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 .
